This sets the 
glass securely and evenly around the sash 
and keeps the glass from rattling. All glass is 
securely fastened in with glazier's points. 

All our windows are Boston Style — width of wood 
over glass 3 %"', in height 5" over total glass measure. 
Windows are l%" thick with Y % " lip.
